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CHAPTER TI. 


HE S«xons glory now neere to expire, by his appointment who boldeth both times and 
Kingdomes in his all-ordering hand ; their owne Swords being the Inſtruments, and the 


Danes the maules that beat their beautifull Diadem into pteces;the Normany,aſtirring Na« 

tion, (neyther expeRed, nor muchfeared) vnder the leading of 9ilhamtheir Duke,and en- 
couragement of the Romane Biſhop ( an viuall promoter here of brokentitles ) made hither 
ſodainly into England,who in one onely battell, with thetitle of his fword and ſlaughter of Heyold,ſer 
the Emperiall Crowne thereof vpon his owne head : which no ſoonerwas done, but the Enghſh went 
downe,and the Normans lording it, became Owners of thoſe Cities whith themſelues neuer bxult;poſſeſſed 
thoſe Vineyards which they neuer planted;dranke of theje Wells which they newer kad dig ged;and inhabited 
thoſe houſes, filled with riches, for which they nexer bad laboured: for they found it to be as the land 
whereupon the Lord ſet bis eye, euen from the beginning to the end of the yeare: not onely drinking water 
of the raine of heaxen, but hauing alſo ruers of waters andforentaines in ber valteyes,aud without all ſtar- 
fie, whryſe flones are yron, and out of whoſe mountaines 1s digged brafſe. This madethem more reſolute 
atfirſt to ſettle themſclues in this faireſt and fruitfulleſt part ofthe Tland ;the Conquerour vſing all 
policie both Martiall and Ciuill, to plant his poſteritic here for ener. How he found the Land go- 
nerned we ſhewed in the Heptarchy but his reſtleſle thoughts were not contented with conquering 

the Nation and their Land, vnleſfle he alſo overcame their very Cufomes, Lawes, and Language. 

C 2.) Touching the diſtribution of the Kingdome, whereas other Kings before him made vſe of 
,chiefly for the good of the people, and better miniſtring of Tuſtice, he made vſc of it, to know the 

. wealth of his Subies,and to enrich his Coffers ; for he cauſed 4 deſcription to be maae of all mr 
ow 
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how much landeuery ons of his Barms poſſeſſed; how many Kn:zhts fees, how many Plow:lands, how ma. 
»y in villanage, hiw many head ef beaſts, yea how much ready money every man from the greateſ}, to the 
ledſt did poſſeſſe, and what reuts might be male of enery mans poſſeSron ; rhe Booke of which ingquiſition 
(yer in the Exchequer) was called Domeſday, for the generalme of that Tudgement on all the Land : 
+ Whereunto we may adde his otherdiltribution of this Land(worſe then any former)when thruſting 
the Enzliſh out of their poſſeſſions, be diſtributed their mberitances 19 his Souldiers; yet ſo, that all Fowld be 


held ike King, as of tht onely true Lord and poſſefſor. 

( 7 ) For'the Lawes by which he meant to gouerneghe heldone excell. ntrule avdpurpoſe, which 
was, that & People ought 10 be ruledby Lawes written and tertaine: for otherwiſe new Iudges would 
ſill bring new Tudgements: and therefore he cauſed twelue zo be choſen out of eucry Conntie, which 
ſhould on their oath, without inclining one way cy otber, neither addmg nor detratting, open wnto him all 
their ancient ILawes and Cuſtomes. By wholerelation ynderftanding that three ſorts of Lawes former- 
ly wereinthe Land, Merchenlege, Weſt- Saxonlage, Danelage z he had preferred theſe laſt, ( himſclfe 
and people being anciently derived from thofe Northerne people ) had not allthe Barons beway= 
ling to the King, how grienows it was for 4 Land to be judged by thoſe Lawes which they vuderſtood not, 
altered hrs refolute purpoſe: yet in bringing in the ſtrange tormes of Norman Procefle, and pleading in 
the French tongue ( which continued till Edwerdthe thieds time, )chat grienance was bur flenderly 
preuented. So likewiſe did he mych alter the old Courts of Iuftice, where theſe Lawes ſhould be 
miniſtred: but whereas the ancient Kings of England,according to Moſes his example,fate in perſons 
in the ſeate of Tuſtice, to right the greater affayres of their Subiefts, as {lam Lan bert ſhewerh in 
King Alfred, Edgar, Canntus, © c- and proues out ofthe Kings Oath, out of Br«Hon, Britame,Sax014 


Lawes, &rc. King William not, gnely continued this; but befides erected ſome other Courts of Iu- 
tice, as the, Exchequer, and certaine Courts and Scllions co be held foure times cuery yeare: ap= 
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pointing both Iudges (ſome to heare cauſes, others ro whom appeales ſhould be made, but none 
from them) andalio Prefcfts to looke ro good orders. Thoſe laſt Polydoy ealleth Iuſtices of Peace; bur 
their inſtitution ſeemes to be farre later: and no l«fle 15 his errour on the other fide, in ſaying the 
Conquerour firſt inſtitured Sheriffes, and the tryall by rwelue men, which were both ancienter. 

( 4) And becauſe the Conquerour, for honour of Biſhops, cauſed them to remoue from ſmall 
obſcure places to Citics of more renowne; we havetherefore referacd to this laſt place thatdivifion
